Awarded $20,000 


The breach of promise case of 
M iss Loutec Callard, why was teach- 
er of the Willard school at Gleichen,

Twenty thoueand doliars was the 
measure of wrong inflicted upon 
Miss Louisa Callard, the pretty 
Nanton school teacher, by Martin 
J. Armstrong, in the view of the 
jury which heard the sensational 
breach of promise suit which occu- 
pied thetime of the Supreme court 
the'greater part of last week. A ver- 
dict, awarding Mise Callard dam- 
ages in the sum mentioned, was re- 
turned by the jury late Saturday 
afternoon after about four hours de- 
liberation. 

Such was the culmination of very 
much the most sensational damage 
case, as well as the first breach of 
promise suit ever tried in Calgary. 
The trial of the case, which was 
heard in eamera, occupied the time 
ef the court for five days, and much 
of the time the proceedings resolved 
themselves into a tilting contest be- 
tween opposing counsel. 

The suit excited tremendous in- 
terest in Calgary, while at Nanton, 
the home of the defendant, and 
where the incidents of the case 
wore alleged to have been enacted, 
it is said that the town is #0 divided 
and feeling #0 bitter between the 
friends of both parties, that the 
conditions of affairs is not unlike a 
state of civil war. 

When the jury filed into the 
court room about 4 o’elock Satur- 
day afternoon the court roem was 
erowded te its capacity with people 
eager te hear the outcome. When 
the verdict was read a great cheer 
was raised which was s0 vehement 
and prolonged that Judge Simmons 
was with diflealty able to be heard 
in his effort to silence the demon- 
stration. 

The pretty complainant whe sat 
quietly beside ber attorney,sat calrn 
and unmoved while the defendant 
Armstrong flushed and exclaimed in 
tones quite audible to those near, 
‘‘That’s an awful verdict.’’ 

T. M. Tweedie, of counsel for the 
defence at once requested permiss- 
jen to apply Monday morning for a 
stay of proceedings pending a decis- 
jen as to whether steps te appeal 
will be takes, 

The eourt session Saturday fore- 
noon was occupied by the argu- 
ments of eounsel and the charge to 
the jury which was given the case at 
12 o’cloek, 

Samnming Up the Evidence 

In hia argument, Atty. Tweedie 
confined himeelf mainly to a resume 
of the evedence aud in pointing out 
that in reaching its decision the 
jary would have todetermine which 
of the conflicting stories of the plain 
tiff and defendant it would accept 
as the truthful one.

He said he 
did not think the purebaee of a 
dress and a few minor artieles quite 
constitated a trousseau for a bride. 

Mr. Tweedie dwelt upon the con- 
tradictory statements of witnesses 
as to the plaintiff and defendant be- 
ing together on the dates on which 
it was alleged the offences against

| ingenious Scheme of Swindling Con- 
trived by Manager Now in 

Custody 


Consternation is caused in Finnish 
nancial world by what would seem to 
be the greatest swindle ever perpe- 
trated in the commercial history of 
Finland, ‘The affair has for the m»- 
ment eclipsed the ull-absorbing anx- 
jety and eagerness with which the de- 
velopments in the political feud with 
the Russian government are followed. 

M, Nils Idman, manager of the 
Tammerfors branch of the local For. 
;enings Banken, was suddenly detaln- 
ed a few days ago by the police upon 
orders received from the head office. 
and after arrest the safe of tha 
branch under Idmans charge was 
opened, but it was found to be empty, 
although it should have contained, ac- 
cording to the books, securities for to 
the amount of $210,000. 

Idman had devised an ingenious 
scheme, When customers were 
granted loans against good securities 
the latter were of course, deposited 
in the safe; but Idman abstracted 
them soon afterward and obtained 
loans on them on his own account 
from banks. His bank will have to 
make good all the losses, the total 
amount of which fs stated to be some 
thing between $1,000,000 and $2.500. 
000, including all the dishonest deals 
with private people.

Clock Without a Spring

A 
course similar to this was followed in 
the case of the Bourne law, by which 
a parcels post system has just been 
establisted in the United States.

His income, taking the money 
paid for seats at the pantomimes in 
London and its suburbs alone, may be

}ous and ever-ready a friend as to his 
richest patrons {n the boxes or the 
stalls. 

At the same time, in his own home 
and to his own people he is an exact. 
ing but ever-welcome taskmaster, 

All through these weeks of prepara- 
tion, how many thousands of boys and 
girls—principal and otherwise—car- 
penters, stage hands and choristers 
have been working night and day at 
King Pantomime's behes*! But he is 
& paymaster as well as a taskmaster. 
Many a despairing Christmastide {3 
made bright and prosperous by the 
little fairy wage-earner, who helps to 
make both ends meet and to have 4 
merry time into the bargain.

Some of them, of course, can man- 
jage to adapt themsolves to the need 
of the moment, But for the tragod- 
{fan and the heavy man, who has am- 
bitions and no particular popularity, 
pantomime does not hold out much 
hope. There is the demon king, of 
course, Many a fine actor has baen 
only too glad to get his ‘ine or two 
in the prologue and disappear through 
the trap till the end of the evening, 
But there are not always enough ie- 
mon kings to z0 round among the linn. 
dreds of piayers entirely qualified to 
play them, 

Still, take them allqround, pa tito: 
mime does jittle else but good to the 
thentres, It fills the house day after 
day, night «iter night, and the peuzie 
who go to the pantomime are preit-y 
sure to come again for a play. It 
pits money in the pockets of the man- 
agers—when it doesn't do the opposite 
—and suppijes them with capital <or 
further <oterprise,

| Herr Gostincar, who is the smallest 
man in the house, began by reciting a 
|national epic in the Slavonie tongue 
to a small group of members and took 
}it in turn to listen to the monotonous 
sound, At 6 o'clock in the morning 
}another member felt his pulse, and 
find it failing, asked the nermission 
{of the president for five minutes’ rést 
‘for the speaker. Ths was sternly rf 
fused, 

Finally toward 8 o'clock another 
member rose from a mattress laid in 
the lobby and took Herr Gostincar's 
place. The latter had broken the 
record of the Austrian parliament 27 
four minutes. ‘

It is interesting to note that the flag 
under which Christian X wil reign 
is the oldest national ensign in Eur- 
ope.

According to the legendary origin 
of the flag of Denmark, King Walde- 
mar was leading his forces to battle 
'y the vear 1219 when a cross sudden 
ly appeared to him in the sky. He 
adopted the cross a3 his emblem, went 
to victory, and thereupon the cross be- 
come the dannebrog or strength of 
Denmark. 

Christian Tharles Albert Alexander 
Wiiliam, the new king of Denmark, 
has lived a‘ife that has been notable 
for its domestic happiness rather than 
for any spectacular incidents. To tho 
public outside of his own country he 
is known particularly for his -happy 
marriage with Princess A’exandrina 
the eldest daughter of the Grani 
Duchess Anastasia of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin.

Resent the Removal of the Layard 
Coliection From Rome to 
London 


London, — Almost simultaneously 
with the publication of the will of the 
late Lady Layard, the newspapers gi’ 
details of the efforts which are being 
made in Italy to prevent the English 
National Gallery from obtaining pos- 
session of the famous collection vf 
pictures which reverted to the institu. 
tion on her ladyship’s death. 

Lady Layard was the widow of Sir 
Henry Layard, formerly British am- 
hassador in Turkey and elsewhere and 
he got together a magnificent collect- 
fon of Italian paintings—one of the 
finest in private hands—and housed 
them at Ca’ Capello, his residence in 
Venice’ In his will he stipulated 
that on the death of his widow, whica 
occurred last month, they should be re- 
moved from Venice and sent to the 
National Gallery. Sir Charles Hol- 
royd, director of the gallery, is now 
in Paris, after a visit to Venice to 
make an inventory of the collection. 

The public movement calling upon 
the Itallan government to veto, under 
the existing laws relating to Italian 
works of art, the removal of the pir- 
tures to London is gaining powerful 
pupbere in artistic and political cir- 
cles. 

Of the seven chief masterpieces, 
says the Corriere della Sera, the min- 
istry of fine arts has already forbidden 
the removal from Italy of the splendid 
portrait at first attributed to Antonel- 
lo, of Messina.
